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Relief road ‘must be 



A LONG-AWAITED relief road 
for Haverhill, taking tra ff ic away 
from the town centre, looks set to 
be built sooner than expected. 

Developers will have to build the 
whole of the northern relief road - 
linking the main Cambridge and Bury 
St Edmunds routes - within the first 
phase of a huge 750-home estate - rather 
than in sections as each phase of 
development goes ahead. 

No more than 400 homes can be occupied 
before the relief road is available for use. 

Villagers living nearby will also get their 
wish as developers are to be encouraged to 
adopt an alternative route for the road, moving 
it, and some of the adjacent new homes, from 
higher ground to reduce the visual impact. 

Campaigning for the road has been going 
on for many years, in a bid to reduce 
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congestion in the town centre, which is 
expected to get worse when a new Tesco store 
opens on the former Station Yard site in 2009. 

Members of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Sustainable Development Panel 
approved a concept statement for the 
development on Tuesday which stated that 
the whole road must be built within the first 
phase of work. 

Alan Rand, principal planning officer for 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council, said 
Suffolk County Council’s highways depart¬ 
ment had insisted on this. 

Mr Rand said: “The support of the 
highways department has given us the 
ammunition we need. They say we need the 
road before any more houses can be 
provided. This concept statement is not the 


vehicle to change the route of the road, but 
strongly encourages it. 

“The route of the road will be set out in the 
masterplan to be produced by the developers 
for the area and at that stage we would expect 
the revised route to be used. It is a common 
sense solution that simply moves the road 
from the higher ground.” 

Residents in villages surrounding 
Haverhill feared they would be “swallowed 
up” by the town when the huge housing 
development and a new relief road are built. 

Councillors were told that the largest 
number of comments on the development 
were requests to alter the route of the 
proposed relief road. 

Parish councils from Great Wratting, Little 
Wratting, Withersfield and Haverhill Town 
Council, as well as other individuals, felt the 
line of the road should be lowered so that it, 
and houses adjacent to it, would be less 
prominent and not seen in villages some 
distance away.

Council Tax setters want help 
to find the ‘lesser of two evils’ 


A COUNCILLOR wants 
people’s view on the lesser 
of two evils to find savings 
of £1 million and set next 
year’s Council Tax. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council will start putting its 
budget together next week, a 
process that will last until 
February Coun Paul Farmer, the 
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council’s portfolio holder with 
budget responsibility said he was 
keen to encourage debate as the 
council looks at its options. 

He said: “As a result of our 
costs rising above inflation, 
inadequate Government grants, 
and the need to fund new initiat¬ 


ives, we have to find nearly £1 
million in savings or income next 
year. There are some difficult 
decisions to be made. The altern¬ 
atives are stark - put up Council 
Tax or cut costs and increase 
income. Hiking up the tax means 
everyone pays, charging more for 
services means users pay 
“Should we be looking to cut 
grants? Charge for parking at our 
country parks? Make festival 


tickets more expensive? Charge 
more for collecting bulky goods? 
Or do we simply put up Council 
Tax? 

“What do people find the lesser 
of the evils? That is the kind of 
debate I want to start.”

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Man cleared of bat 
attack on neighbour

A MAN accused of hitting his 
neighbour with a baseball bat has 
walked free from court after being 
cleared of an assault charge by a jury 

Ian Bennett-Hayward had pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of assault occasioning 
grievous bodily harm at Ipswich Crown 
Court, claiming that he had acted in self- 
defence. 

Throughout his four-day trial, ending last 
Thursday, the 23-year-old had denied having 
started an incident outside his home in 
Haverhill which left the neighbour suffering 
a head injury that required stitches. 

Bennett-Hayward, of Trefoil Court, Haver¬ 
hill, said he had been defending himself 
when he became embroiled in a struggle 
with Nicholas Vaughan in February. 

When the trial opened, the jury heard 
prosecution allegations that Bennett- 
Hayward had lashed out at Mr Vaughan 
when he went to complain that a gate had 
been left open. 

As Mr Vaughan turned to leave he was 
struck on the back of the head with a 
baseball bat so hard that the bat broke into 
two pieces, claimed prosecutor Nicholas 
Cotter. 

That blow was followed by others and both 
men became engaged in a fight. 

The court heard that Bennett-Hayward 
had complained to the police following the 
incident, claiming he had been the victim. 

In his defence, Bennett-Hayward said he 
had been the innocent party when Mr 
Vaughan had arrived at the door of his 
house, instigating violence. 

He told the court claims that he had struck 
Mr Vaughan from behind with a baseball bat 
were untrue, as was an allegation that he 
had afterwards continued to land blows on 
Mr Vaughan. 


Protesters go to 
market with GP 
surgery petition 


SURGERY staff will 
hold a stall at Haver¬ 
hill market on Satur¬ 
day to get more sign¬ 
atures on a petition 
to fight budget cuts 
which would mean 
fewer doctors and 
appointments. 

Protesters will 
man the stall on the 
Market Square from 
9am and will be join¬ 
ed by MP Richard 
Spring during the 
morning. Mr Spring 
has supported the 
campaign against the 
cuts proposed by the 
Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust, which could 
total up to £400,000 
for practices across 
the town including 
£120,000 for Christ¬ 
mas Maltings surg¬ 
ery alone. 

So far the PCT has 
defended its new 
funding formula, 
which is said to level 


out funding levels to 
practices across Suff¬ 
olk. However, as the 
fastest growing town 
in Suffolk, with no 
hospital or x-ray 
facilities, protesters 
feel Haverhill is 
unfairly penalised. 

Ann Sissons, pract¬ 
ice manager at the 
Christmas Maltings 
surgery, which could 
have to cut appoint¬ 
ments from 80,000 to 
45,000 a year and lose 
two doctors, said staff 
there were deter¬ 
mined to fight the 
cuts as far as they 
possibly could. 

She said: “We feel 
it is so unjust when 
the need here is so 
great. We already 
have around 2,000 
signatures and we 
would like to get as 
many as 10,000 to 
show the PCT the 
strength of feeling.”

Dad and son finish charity trek 



AFTER more than 25 
years working as a GP 
Matthew Lawfield might 
have been expected to 
have a well earned rest. 
But instead he decided 
to set out on a 
mammoth journey 
walking the length of 
Britain with his 21 -year- 
old son Tom. 

Dr Lawfield, 57, and 
Tom, who is just 
starting his third year of 
study at Bradford

to join him. We actually 
did it slightly quicker 
than we expected, we 
did about 20 miles a 
day. We wanted to 
make it a scenic tour of 
Britain rather than 
taking the quickest 
route. We did it in the 
wettest summer on 
record, but we had the 
right clothes and we 
were prepared for it. 

We did some camping, 
some B&Bs and even 
some camping bams, 
so it was a mix of 
accommodation. 

“Because of the 
weather it was not that 
good for birding, but 
the highlight for me was 
seeing peregrine 
falcons at the very 
beginning of the trip, 
really close, and then 
four or five harbour 
porpoises in Scotland. 

“We got along fine and 
really enjoyed being 
able to spend so much 
time together, getting 
into some very deep 
discussions. We did not 
have any real mishaps. 


We did get absolutely 
soaked in a gale at 
Cape Wrath in Scotland 
which was pretty hairy. 
“We were really 
pleased with the 
support we got and 


would like to thank 
everyone who 
sponsored us.”

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‘Save our bus 
service’ plea

A HEALTH worker 
has launched a peti¬ 
tion to stop a popu¬ 
lar bus route being 
axed. 

John Taylor regularly 
travels to work on the 
Beestons 236 service from 
Haverhill to Sudbury 
However, changes to the 
route from Monday mean 
he will no longer be able 
to do this. 

Mr Taylor, 38, of Clay- 
don Close, Castle Camps, 
said the route, which was 
used by people making 
shopping trips to Haver¬ 
hill, also provided an im¬ 
portant link to Ipswich, 
Colchester and Chelms¬ 
ford. 

Mr Taylor said: “I 
would not bother if there 
was hardly anyone using 
it, but it always seems to 
be quite full. 

“I feel these changes 
are ill-considered and 
will cause inconvenience 
to passengers, many of 
whom will be forced to 
abandon the buses and 
use cars instead. 

“The changes involve 


axing the 12.45 Haverhill 
to Sudbury bus which is a 
well used service particu¬ 
larly by pensioners and 
young mothers. 

“Between 10.45am and 
2.50pm there is now no 
service between Haver¬ 
hill and Sudbury. The 
5.10pm Sudbury to Haver¬ 
hill bus has also been 
axed meaning the last bus 
back from Sudbury will 
be at 4.10.pm. 

“Anyone working in 
Sudbury will no longer be 
able to use the buses to 
travel to and from work.” 


Tom Munsen, opera¬ 
tions manager for Bee¬ 
sons of Hadleigh, said the 
decision to cut the service 
had been an economic 
one based on low usage. 

He said: “It is unfortu¬ 
nate, but if you don’t use 
it, you lose it. We don’t get 
any subsidies on the 
route and with the price 
of diesel and other costs 
we cannot afford to run 
buses empty. We have 
seen elsewhere that 1,000 
people sign a petition, but 
only two of them actually 
use it.”

A MOTORIST was jailed 
after forensic experts match¬ 
ed her footprint to a brake 
pedal to prove she caused a 
crash that killed a stock¬ 
broker.

Court, Milton, of Stanmore, 
Middlesex, was jailed for 
seven-and-a-half years after 
pleading guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving 
and driving while disquali¬ 
fied. 

Milton, who appeared in 
court in a wheelchair after 
suffering multiple fractures 
in the crash, had told police 
that Michael Wall, her front 
seat passenger, was driving 
at the time of the tragedy. 

Judge Christopher Ball 
QC, said: “Only when faced 
with the weight of evidence 
against her did she enter her 
guilty plea.”

From spade to screen 


AN ARMED robber who 
targeted churches in 
Suffolk, including one 
at Haverhill, stole an 
elderly woman’s car at 
gunpoint, a court heard. 

Carl Dagg was des¬ 
cribed at Ipswich Crown 
Court as “paranoid and 
delusional” and was 
said to have hoped pol¬ 
ice would “shoot him 
dead” when he held up 
the pensioner outside a 
church near Ipswich. 

Dagg, 35, of Found¬ 
ation Street, Ipswich, 
admitted aggravated 
burglary with an air 
weapon, stealing cash 
from St Felix Church 
and a property at Went¬ 
worth Terrace, Haver¬ 
hill, on May 17. He also 
admitted armed robbery 
burglary and dangerous 
driving and asked for 98 
similar offences to be 
considered. 

The court heard he 
stole Jill Pryke’s Rover 
car at gunpoint outside 
the church in Rushmere 
two days after the Haver- 
hill burglary and the 
day after the dangerous 
driving offences. 

Lindsay Cox, for Dagg, 
said police had describ¬ 
ed him as paranoid and 
his ex-girlfriend said he 
was delusional. Dagg 
was remanded in cust¬ 
ody for reports before 
sentencing in October.

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Summer was 
the most 
miserable 
on record 



IF you thought this 
summer was a damp 
squib, you would be 
right. 

The UK’s summer looks 
set to be the wettest since 
records began in 1914, the 
Met Office has announced. 

Cambridgeshire residents 
may not have suffered as 
badly as some, but the 
county’s eighth wettest 
summer on record ensured 
plenty of barbecues were 
rained off. 

The county was soaked 
with 229.9mm of rain 
between June 1 and August 
28, which was 58 per cent 
above average and made 
our summer the wettest 
since 1997. 

The average temperature 
in Cambridgeshire during 
the same period was 16.02 C, 
0.02 C below average. 

The Met Office says the 
unusual position of the jet 
stream has caused the UK’s

wet weather by sucking in 
successive depressions. 

Thousands of people 
suffered misery as a result 
- floods in Gloucestershire, 
Yorkshire and Humberside 
in July caused an estimated 
£3 billion damage. 

Julie Reinger, weather 
forecaster for BBC Look 
East, said: “It has been a 
very wet summer across 
England. 

“Thankfully, here in the 
East we have avoided the 
worst of the rainfall that 
caused all the problems in 
Gloucestershire and 
Yorkshire, but even here we 
have seen some very wet 
conditions. 

“The good news is that 
for the first week of 
September the weather is 
looking better. I certainly 


have my fingers crossed for 
an Indian summer.” 

The Met Office has 
announced that provisional 
rainfall figures up to August 
28 show that 358.5mm of 
rain has fallen in the UK, 
just above the previous 
record of 358.4mm in 1956. 

If the figure is confirmed 
when all the weather 
stations send in their data, it 
would make this summer 
the wettest on record. 


Keith Groves, the Met 
Office’s head of forecasting, 
said: “These figures confirm 
what most people have 
already been thinking - this 
summer has been very wet 
and very disappointing for 
most.” 

Experts blame the wet 
summer on the position of 
the jet stream, a ribbon of 
high altitude strong winds 
which brings weather 
systems across the UK. 


For much of this summer, 
the jet stream has been 
further south and stronger 
than in a typical summer, 
bringing rain to many parts 
of the country 
The Met Office said the 
high rainfall was not out 
of line with climate 
change, which is expected 
to bring hotter summers 
along with more intense 
rain and higher risks of 
flooding. 


Hunters

WITH the illegal hare coursing 
season set to begin Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police are launch¬ 
ing the successful Operation 
Dornier for the fourth year 
running. 

Inspector Dick Lowings, part 
of the Rural Community Action 
Team (RCAT), said: “We will be 
taking positive action to target 
hare coursers by building on 
past successes. 

“Over the last three years 
hare coursing has significantly 
reduced, but we are not taking 
our eye off the ball. We will 
continue to tackle this issue in 
a robust manner, and we will 
prosecute offenders, spear¬ 
headed by this RCAT campaign. 

“If any members of the 
public are aware of hare 
coursing taking place, please 
call police. 

“Our aim is to continue this 
success and ensure we severely 
disrupt and convict those who 
are involved. 

“Hare coursing is not only 
illegal but also extremely 
disruptive. 

“Officers will continue to use 
tactics that have been used in 
previous years, such as 
intelligence gathering and high 
visibility patrols.”

Townsfolk among 
the worst savers 


SPEND, spend, spend - the 
residents of Haverhill are 
among the worst savers in 
the county 

A survey of savers carried out 
for the Ipswich Building Society 
revealed that adults and children 
in Haverhill are among the worst 
in Suffolk. 

It also suggests residents 
should think more about their 
financial future. 

The research which included 
interviews with 581 children, 
aged between five and 12, from 
November 25 to December 6 last 


year, placed Haverhill at the 
bottom of seven Suffolk locations 
for adult saving levels and second 
from bottom for children. 

The news comes on the back of 
reports showing high levels of 
debt among teenagers nationally, 
which is to be tackled in the 
classroom as the Government 
introduces formal lessons in debt 
management under changes to 
the national curriculum. 

Brigitte Haig, manager of 
Haverhill’s Citizens Advice Bur¬ 
eau, said their three advisers 
were trained to deal with money 
and debt matters. 


She said: “We are here to help 
anybody who would like advice 
on their saving opportunities. 
They could also get guidance 
from the Suffolk Credit Union. 
They help our clients from 
Haverhill and can offer loans. 

“We are always happy to give 
advice to people on how to man¬ 
age their money and draw up a 
budget. Anyone is welcome to 
come to our outreach session at 
the Clements Children’s Centre 
on Monday mornings, where 
there is a confidential room.” 

The study showed residents in 
Aldeburgh were the best savers.

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AS summer turns to 
autumn, Haverhill in 
Bloom committee 
chairman Tim Radford 
reflects on a difficult few 
months for gardeners. 


T his column has 
been 

challenging 
this year. With such 
ferocious sun 
unseasonably early 
during April coupled 
with such long 
periods of wet since 
then this year’s 
growers have been 
presented with an 
unusual climate. In 
my discussions with 
gardeners it has 
also depended 
what they normally 
grow as some have 
had bumper crops 
of items which are 
generally low yield 
simply because of 
the change in this 
year’s weather. 
Overwhelmingly the 
gardeners have 
been anything but 
downhearted; the 
simple truth is they 


recognise the 
fortunes of their 
seedlings are not 
only in their hands. 
Their view point is 
generally ‘better 
luck next year’. As 
chair of Haverhill in 
Bloom this type of 
comment to me 
almost sums up the 
whole temperament 
of the competitions 
we run - there is 
some serious 
context, but the 
main thrust is to 
encourage more 
people each year to 
have a go, and if 
not too successful 
at first then ‘better 
luck next year’.

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Residents urged to look 
out for drug factories

LANDLORDS and letting 
agents are being urged to 
look out for potential cann¬ 
abis factories. 

Police recently uncovered the 
latest of a series of large-scale 
cannabis farms in Kingfisher 
Walk, a quiet cul-de-sac in Linton. 

When police raided the home 
they discovered more than 700 
plants - a drugs crop worth an 
estimated £60,000. 

The Drug Enforcement Priority 
Offenders Team (Depot) was acting 
on intelligence from the com¬ 
munity in Linton and Detective 
Chief Inspector Dan Vajzovic is 
appealing for the public to be 
vigilant for more factories as 
detectives continue their fight 
against organised drug gangs. 

He said: “Cannabis factories are 
usually set up in residential areas, 
with the houses converted to allow 
a perfect growing ground for cann¬ 
abis. 

“This means the bypassing of 
mains electricity, installing venti¬ 
lation units and sealing up 
windows. 

“What may look like your 
average house from the outside 
could in fact be a factory for 
cannabis production. 

“I would urge the public to 


remain vigilant to activities in 
their neighbourhood.” 

DCI Vajzovic said the tell-tale 
signs of a factory were numerous. 

He said: “There are a number of 
things people should look out for. 
These include the curtains being 
constantly closed, or a lot of noise 
when someone moves into a 
property, but then afterwards no- 
one seems to be living there. 


“Sometimes there is a strange 
smell and paper or plastic is put 
outside the windows. Often there is 
excess heat or there is a lot of 
condensation.” 

DCI Vajzovic also asked 
landlords to be suspicious of 
anyone offering amounts of money 
for the house above the asking 
price. 

He said: “In particular cash 


payments in this business may be 
seen as abnormal and my advice to 
any potential landlord is to get ref¬ 
erences from all tenants and en¬ 
sure they know where the money 
from your tenant is coming from.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

JAGUAR has revealed one of 
the most important new cars 
in its history, the XF. 

The replacement for the S 
Type, the XF is Jaguar’s entry 
in the highly competitive 
executive car market, 
competing with the likes of 
BMW’s 5 Series, Merc’s E- 
Class and Audi’s A6. To be 
competitive in that market, 


the car needs to be practical, 
spacious and able to eat up 
the miles while also being 
sporty and engaging to drive. 

Jaguar has hit the 
challenges head on and has 
created a vehicle that holds 
true to the company’s values. 
The XF is a true Jaguar by 
being stylish and fast but it 
has space inside for five 


adults with room for luggage. 
The blend of performance 
and practicality from the new 
car could see it become the 
class leader. 

The S Type has long been 
an excellent car to drive being 
comfortable and quick and 
having excellent handling.

with the XF. The interior will 
be a pleasure to be in with a 
clean and stylish design 
focusing on upmarket 
elements. When the driver 
gets in and pushes the start 
button, the gear selector rises 
up out of the transmission 
tunnel. Little touches like the 
air conditioning vents lying 
flush to the dashboard until 
the ignition is switched on 
and touch sensing buttons for 
the interior lights and 
glovebox add to the sense of 
luxury that is created by the 


leather, wood and aluminium 
finishings. 

The engines on offer will be 
a 2.7 diesel and 3.0 V6 and 
4.2 V8 petrol units. 0-60 times 
will be between 7.9 and 5.1 
seconds with top speeds 
limited at 155mph. Power 
from the diesel will be 201 bhp 
with 240, 300 and 420bhp in 
the 3.0 V6, 4.2 V8 and 4.2 V8 
supercharged models. 

With the XF being such an 
important model for Jaguar, it 
had to be good. Thankfully for 
the company, it looks like it 
will be.

Nissan has revealed a new 
concept car featuring 
multiple preventative 
features designed to reduce 
drink-driving. 

The various technologies are 
designed to detect the driver’s 
state of sobriety and to activate a 
range of preventive measures 
including immobilisation of the 
vehicle. 

Alcohol odour Sensors 

A hi-sensitivity alcohol odour 
sensor is built into the 
transmission shift knob which is 
able to detect the presence of 
alcohol in the perspiration of the 
driver’s palm as he or she attempts

to start driving. 

When the alcohol-level detected 
is above the pre-determined 
threshold, the system 
automatically locks the 
transmission, immobilising the 
car. A “drink-driving” voice alert 
is also issued via the car 
navigation system. 

Additional alcohol odour 
sensors are also incorporated into 
the driver’s and passenger seats to 
detect the presence of alcohol in 
the air inside the vehicle cabin. 
When alcohol is detected, the 
system issues both a voice alert 
and a message alert on the 
navigation system monitor. 

Facial Monitoring System 

A camera is mounted on the 
instrument cluster facing the 
driver to monitor the driver’s face. 
The system is calibrated to 
monitor the driver’s state of 
consciousness through eyes. When 
the system detects signs of 
drowsiness, a voice and message 
alert is triggered via the 
navigation system. 

Additionally, a seat-belt 
mechanism is activated which 
tightens around the driver to gain 
his or her immediate attention.

Driving Behaviour 

By constantly monitoring the 
operational behaviour of the 
vehicle (eg sensing if the vehicle is 
drifting out of its driving lane), 
the system can identify signs of 
inattentiveness or distraction in 
the driver. 

When the system detects such 
behaviour, voice and message 
alerts are issued via the 
navigation system. The seat-belt 
alert mechanism is also activated, 
tightening around the driver to 
gain immediate attention. 

This concept car was developed 
as an exploratory platform to

Nissan has already launched 
and is developing several 
initiatives to help prevent drunk¬ 
driving. In June, the company 
introduced the “drink-driving” 
message alert on its navigation 
system. In July, Nissan also began 
testing a new on-board 
breathalyser system in 
cooperation with several local 
government authorities, where an 
interlock mechanism will 
immobilise the vehicle if the 
driver’s breath indicates the 
presence of alcohol above a 
specified level. 

In Japan, the company’s safety 
vision is to halve the number of 
traffic fatalities or serious injuries 
involving Nissan vehicles by 2015 
compared with the level in 1995.

Just 34% of pupils 
now walk to school 


PARENTS need to 
question why they 
go on the school 
run, a survey out 
this week suggests. 

Nearly half of those 
who get the car out for 
their children do so 
because of the distance 
involved, the survey 
from insurance 
company 
elephant.co.uk found. 
Yet 68 per cent of the 
parents live less than 
two miles from the 
school. 

And 87 per cent of 
them believe that they 
are contributing to 
traffic congestion 
problems by going on

the school run. 

The survey also 
found that 14 per cent 
choose to take their 
offspring to lessons by 
car for safety reasons 
and that 56 per cent of 
children are now taken 
to school by car. 

Of the parents 
polled, 57 per cent said 
they had walked to 
school when they were 
children, compared to 
only 34 per cent who 
walk now. 

When those in the 
survey were children 
themselves, 13 per cent 
of them were driven to 
school. 

Elephant.co.uk 
managing director 
Brian Martin said: “It’s 
odd that parents use 
distance as an excuse 
considering how many 
live relatively close to 
school and especially 
how many of them 
used to walk 


themselves. 

“It makes sense for 
children to walk to 
school wherever 
possible as childhood 
obesity rates are rising 
in the UK with around 
1 million children 
under the age of 16 
classed as obese. ”

school now and how 
their parents got to 
school:

Walk 34% 57% 

School bus 5% 12% 

Public transport 3% 13% 

Bike 2% 5% 

For those parents 

who continue to 
exercise their right to 
drive their offspring to 
school, there are some 
suggestions on 

travelling safely with 
youngsters on board. 

They include: 

■ All child passengers 


should use a car safety 
or booster seat - always 
read the 

manufacturer’s 
instructions on how to 
fit a child’s car seat 
properly and ask for 
advice if you have any 
queries whatsoever. 

■ Pregnant mums 
should always wear a 
seat belt in the car no 
matter how far the 
journey is - for extra 
safety and comfort, 
mums-to-be should also 
wear a pregnancy 
Bump Belt. 

■ Make sure you lock 
the doors while 
driving, and never 
leave your child alone 
in your vehicle. 

■ Fit a child view 
mirror to your 
windscreen to keep an 
eye on your child - if 
you must discipline 
your child, find a place 
to pull over.

“If you go to buy one, you 
will find the vast majority 
have done over 50,000 miles,” 
says Tumbridge. “I assume 
they have been a hit with fleet 
managers, boosted by lots of 
business mileage. 

“The key point for private 
buyers is that dealers are not 
going to knock a lot off the 
price because the guide says it 
is high mileage. They will 
know it is not. So if you are in 
the market for an executive 
mile cruncher, here are a 
couple of alternatives that 
match up to the listed A6,” he 
adds. 

Here’s the UsedCar 
Expert.com selection: 

■ Mercedes E-Class (1992- 
2002) - This car has it all, says 
Tumbridge: image, quality, and 
reliability. Up to 1995, 
Mercedes were still building 
cars with the strength of 
tanks, and these cars are now 
very cheap. Later versions, 
while not so strong, are still 
affordable, especially one with 
big petrol engines. 

Most economical model is 
the E220 Cdi, capable of a

Lots are in 
circulation, he points out, so 
the wide choice means prices 
are falling, albeit slowly

pre-buy checks, and prices a

■ Audi A6 (1997-2004) The 

A6 easily matches BMW and 
Mercedes rivals, and is 
arguably better built both 
inside and out. But Tumbridge 
says the Audi badge does not 
have the same image levels, so 
that means lower prices. The 
Avant, or estate version, is 
usefully large, he adds. 

Most economical A6 is the 
1.9 Tdi 115, offering 52.3mpg 
overall, and best used buy is 
the 2.4 V6, with its big engine, 
decent power, and cheaper 
used prices.
